Township Schools 


In the school year just dosed there wm 


306 pupils in attendance at the public schoob 
within the township. 
These were divided 


among the several schools as follows:

Murray Ridge, Grades 1-8 .... 39 pupils 
West Ridge, Grades 1-8 ..... 21 pupils 


In addition the Board of Education is pay- 


ing the tuition and transportation of the pupils 
of one entire district to the public schools in 
Elyria. Also quite a few parents pay the tuition 
of their children to the Elyria schools. 


A study of the enrollment in these schools 


reveals a condition which must be remedied. 
No one will contend for a moment that children 
going to school under these conditions are get- 
ting educational advantages to which they are 
entitled. Consider a teacher with 45 pupils in 
the first four grades. These little folks have 
not yet learned how to study. The only time 
they are learning is when they are under the 
personal direction of the teacher. Each grade 
gets about one-fourth of the teacher's time or 
about one and one-half hours each day. The 
other four and one-half hours are practically 
wasted. Think what these'little folks might 
get in this four and one-half hours. 


The reports of the teachers show that 45 


pupils in the township failed of promotion last 
year. But this does not tell the whole story. 
None of the pupils received the training in the 
subjects they should have received. They had 
less of reading, or spelling or arithmetic or geog- 
raphy or history than they should have had to 
say nothing of what they have missed in the way 
of music, drawing, physical education, etc. 


While the pupils in a school with 4 grades 


with one teacher are under a great handicap, 
they are infinitely better off than the pupils at- 
tending schools which have eight grades to the 
teacher. For here each grade gets only about 
one-eighth of the teacher's time, or about 45 
minutes each day. Conditions such as these 
could tie endured so long as the schools were 
poor everywhere but today when educational 
standards are high and when the times demand 
that everyone have the very best education we 
surely will not fail to remedy the conditions in 
the schools of our township.

WHO SHALL BE THE JUDGE? 


•: 
As we have read various news items during the 


last few days we have been moved to wonder and be- 
wilderment. Are we living in Russia under the Tzar ? 
Or is this America where truth i> welcomed. as we have 
always supposed, and any new doctrine is given the op- 
portunity to prove or disprove its truth and value upoi. 
the basis of its own merits with the people as its judge- 


America is a land of freedom and equal opportun- 


ity for all. Popular education has been her prouder 
possession. Free speech and free assembly are amons: 
the constitutional rights granted to her people. And 
yet we read that many of our greatest universities aro 
adopting tests for controlling admission to their classes, 
which are mitigating against a particular 
group 
of i 


American citizens. 
' 


On another page we read that the Justice- of the 


Court of Appeals of the great state of New York have 
recently declared constitutional a law under which it 
will be possible for the state to demand a license for cer- 
tain schools. 
If in the judgment of the authorities the 


teachings of any school are revolutionary in character 
the license may be refused. 


By what standard are their teachings to be judged .' 


The revolutionary doctrines of 1776 are a commonplace 
today, while the men who had first preached the relig 
ions freedom and freedom of thought and speech whji-h 
was enjoyed as an established right by the people of the 
eighteenth century, had a hundred years before been out 
lawed and persecuted by church and state. 


We grant that the situation which confront* the 


cities of the eastern sea coa.-t present-, a very much more 
complex and puzzling problem than anythmg which WP 
have to meet in the west 
They are the gateway through 


which the stream of new and alien settlers pours. 
The 


larger part of these newcomers cluster about then- 
ports of entry and refuse to move on inland, to the great 
sparsely settled districts of the west. 


Yet we cannot see on the othcrhand, what end i- 


to be gained by denying to these newcomers the same 
educational privileges which we grant our native born 
sons and daughters. 
If they are ever to be other than a 


menace to our civilization they must become an integral 
part of our life. 
To accomplish this process of ab- 


sorption, the first task set us is that of education.
